A well-deserved honour has come 
to Mr. S. E. Sklan who, as reported 
elsewhere in this issue, has been 
elected an Elder of the United Syna- 
gogue.

American Rabbis Pledge 
Support 
By a Jewish Chronicle Reporter 


A delegation of rabbis, representing 
550 Orthodox congregations in the 
United States. who recently visited 
Israel, have pledged their support for 
the proposed Supreme Religious 
Centre in Isracl. | am informed by 
Mr. Maurice Jaffe, Hon. Director of 
the scheme and Director of External 
Relations of World Mizrachi and 
Hapoel Hamizrachi, who passed 
through London on his way to the 
United States last week-end. 

Mr. Jaffe is accompanying Mr. Moshe 
Shapiro, the Israeli Minister for Reli- 
gious Affairs and Social Welfare, who is 
to address a conference of religious 
leaders in the United States on April 3 
in order to explain the religious situa- 
tion in the Jewish State. Mr. Jaffe said 
that the conference had been called in 
view of the anti-Israel demonstrations 
by extreme elements. 

The excavation of the site in Jerusalem 
for the Religious Centre was almost 
finished. said Mr. Jaffe. Two architects 
had been sent from England by Mr.

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TERCENTE! ‘ARY OF ANGLO-JEWRY 
Sentral Service at Bevis Marks

The aims. objects, and main features 
of the celebrations of the Tercentenary 
of the Resettlement of Jews in the 
British Isles. which talls in 1956. were 
outlined, discussed. and agreed to by 
the lercentenary Council. at its meet- 
al Sevmour Place.

FREEDOM 


Eye-Witness Account of Pilot's 
Escape 


By a Jewisu Reporter 


Some interesting details of Group- 
Captain Douglas Bader’s escape from 
the German prisoner-of-war camp, 
Stalag 8B at Lamsdort, were given to 
me by Mr. Cecil Sklan, a member of 
the well-known London family of 
Jewish communal workers. Mr. 
Sklan was himself captured at St. 
Valery, yn Normandy, in 1940, and 
after. a year mM a .prison camp in 
Poland was transferred to Stalag 8B, 
where he. became the interpreter. 

When Wing-Commander Bader...as 
he then was, first came to the camp 
he was sent to the camp. hospital. 
After a very short: spell there’ he 
decided to try to escape, Mr. Sklan 
those davs a Was a 
member of the Camp. Escape Com- 
mittee and was intimately concerned 
in. planning. and organising the 
escape 

Ihe hospital compound bordered on 
the camp roadway leading to the main 
gates. Nobody was allowed in or out of 
the hospital compound except the camp 
guards and the dally “sweeping party. - 
On the dav ot the attempted escape, 
Bade! and d fellow-office changed places 
with two. members of the sweeping 
party. Standing close by the. gate was 
a “working party’. waiting with. their 
kits packed to go off to work. Instead 
of going direct to the gate, the “* sweep- 
ing party” swerved to the spot where 
the working party’ were waiting. 
Bader and this companion quickly 
changed places with two members of this 
party; and when the. signal to. march 
away was given, the two officers picked 
up the men's kits and marched out with 
them. 

Gunner Sklan also had an active rdle 
to play. When the “ sweeping party,” 
which included Bader, began their sweep 
from the hospital compound to the main 
gate, Sklan’s task was to distract the 
guard's attention. He managed to keep 
him in conversation until the ** sweeping 
party’ had safely passed.

FRIENDS OF THE 
MIDRASHIA 


\ meeting of the Executive Com- 
mittee of the Friends of the Midrashia 
was held last week at Woburn House, 
london. Among those present were 
the Chief Rabbi and the Haham. 

Ihe Chairman, Dr. J. Braude, referred 
to the present state of secondary school 
education in Israel. Only 16,000 out of 
13 “vy boys and girls between the ages 
of and 18 were full-time students at 
Bink schools, he said. This was 
only about a quarter of the average num- 
ber in West European countries. 

Among the existing schools there were 
only a few boarding schools; and among 
those the Midrashia was the only one 
whose education was based tradi- 

onal Jewish principles, Dr.  Braude 
added.

[he Bible had become 
text-book and was being carefully 
studied by Israel's army personnel, 
declared Major-General Yigal Yadin, 
the former Chief of Staff of the 
Isracli Army, when he ‘spoke, in 
Hebrew, on “ Israel's Security Prob- 
lems in Relation to Aram [Syria] and 
Eber hayardin [Transjordan] | 3,000 
years ago” at a meeting held by the 
World Hebrew Union at the home of 
Dr. and Mrs. D. Preiskel, 6 Brondes- 
bury Park, N.W., last Saturday. 

The speaker said that Isracl’s present 
military problems were not so very 
different from those facing the State 
thousands of years ago. He went on to 
describe the strategic significance of the 
wars waged by David's general. Joab. 
and by Ahab, king of Isracl, against 
the Ammonites and Syrians, respectively, 
pointing to some modern parallels during 
the Arab-Jewish War.

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FARMING PROSPECTS IN 


ISRAEL 


U.N. Report on Agriculture

Drastic changes in Israel's farming 
policies have been recommended by 
a mission of the Food and Agricu!- 
ture Organisation of the United 
Nations, which visited the Jewish State 
in 19S2 to prepare measures to facili- 
tate the realisation of Israel's national 
agricultural plans and programmes 

The report of the mission, which 
was headed by Mr. A. G. Black, has 
only recently been published. It refers 
in. detail to the activities of the Joint 
Planning Centre, which, after prelimi- 
nary setbacks, has made considerable 
progress in agricultural planning. 

The early planning cfloris, the 


says, suflered from lack of reliable 
statistical data. Estimates of potentiali- 
ties were universally optimistic and the 


difficulties of achievement underestimated. 

A new start was made in 1952 with 
the formation by the Government and 
the Jewish Agency of a Joint Planning 
Centre to formulate and co-ordinate 
plans. Ihe Centre has prepared a’ pro- 
gramme imiended to bring exports and 
imports into substantial balance and to 
increase the proportion of locally grown 
food in the average dict. The success 
of this programme, the mission says, is 
contingent upon the availability of abou 
1£480,000,000 ($180,000,0090 in foreign 
exchange) for devclopment 


Studying Export Market 


Because the plan calls for consider 
able increases in agricultural exports, the 
cml) phasises the of 
recruiling trained analysis .to carry “oul 
studies of the export market. Unless 
this preliminary work is donc, the export 
drive might fail,. resulting in a loss of 
millions of pounds to the State of Isracl. 
Concern is also voiced at the sea fisheries 
import programme, which, because it is 
dependent on contractual 
with African companies, may, it 
thought, merely be a diflerent method of 
purchasing fish from other countries 

Re-«<xaminauon of the proposal calling 
for large increases in the use of draught 
animals ts also urged. The report point! 
out that the animals have io be imporied 
that their useful life is probably no longe: 
than that of a tractor; and that they 
require large areas of land for feeding 

De ing with the principles and objec 
lives of planning for agricultural! develop- 
mens, the report emphasises the iM 
tance of progressive planning and incen- 
tives to influence individual producers to 
guide production along proper lines. The 
primary objectives of Isracl’s agricultural 
policy should be to supply ithe peopk 
with food; to reduce food imports; and 
to increase agriculiural exports 

While admitting the importance of 
farmers occupying all suitable areas, the 
mission. mainiamns that it its wrong lo 
assume: that any particular number o1 
percentage of the population must lis 
on the land. “ [t 1s fallacious to assume, 
as many that an 


soem almaos 


unlimited number can he absorbed pro- 
ductively by agriculture or that som 
percetiiage such as 20 per cent or 25 m 
cenit carries any special significance,’ 1! 
says: On the. basis of purely CCONOMK 
consick rations the rut popu! ition 


engaged in agnculture should be only 
enough to do the job in an- efficient 
manner. df farmers have small amount 
of land and little capital, they will. hay 
low productivity and a low standard of 
living Ih indard of hving could 
be marmtained at a level comparable to 
that provided: by other industries 
through subsidising And, the. report 
contends. tewet peonte can be engaged 
usefully in agriculture than 1s commonly 


supposed. 
Alternative Occupations 


Acknowledging that Israel requir 
setiled rural areas for muh ry and 
security reasons, the mission suggests tha! 
efforts he made to provide part of th 
swollen rural population with 
tions and sources ol iNCOITC unconnec.ed 
with agriculture. Otherwise, it says, a 
depressed peasantry may develop. li 
alternative occupations cannot be pro 
vided, agriculture must be supported by 
nauional means—that 1s by subsidisation. 

In a reference to the vexed question 
of hired labour and the high wages ol 
unskilled labour compared with outpul, 
the mission says that if the high wage 
is maintained, a substantial number of 
labourers can be employed only if pro- 
ductivity ts increased.

DISTRIBUTION OF REPARATIONS FUNDS 


By H. A. GOODMAN 


HE Constellation ‘plane, like 

a giant bird from the skies, 

touches down eflortlessly at 
the International Airport in New 
York. For some fifteen hours this 
great machine has been speeding 
above the clouds, flying through 
space and time. We have left 
Europe behind, Europe with all its 
pangs and problems, Europe which, 
in our generation, has_ twice 
resounded to the feet of the march- 
ing armies of Germany. And once 
again, as in 1914 and 1939, we hear 
the footsteps of Germany's army in 
the distance: we cannot yet fathom 
its significance. 

Yesternight we were in London— 
and now, miraculously, we step on 
to American soil. The Statue of 
Liberty and McCarthy both stand at 
the threshold. Yet this is one world ; 
a hand is outstretched from the Con- 
tinent of Europe to the great land 
beyond the seas: and we know full 
well how this outstretched hand has 
heen clasped in friendship and brother- 
hood by American Jewry. Where, 
indeed, would the shattered remnants 
of Hitler's nightmare be but for our 
warmhbearted brethren across the seas ? 

his. surely, is the strangest mission 
of all time. Representatives of 22 
different Jewish organisations from al! 
over the world are meeting in New 
York to write one more chapter in 
this incredible story of the Hitler 
Cra. 


Facts and Figures 


The ‘plane flies on through the 
night. lomorrow night. | say to 
myself. tomorrow night | will be read- 


ing of “ Mordecai the Yehudi, who 
sought the good. of people.” 
Tomorrow night I will ponder the 
injunction: “ Remember what Amalek 
did to you the Lord wars against 
Amalek in every generation.” Shall 
we remember, we who. travel from 


London and Paris and Diisseldorf and 
Johannesburg ? Shall we. remember 
all this when we are confronted with 
cold facts and figures: to allocate the

All these sombre speculations 


recede into the distance in the tace of 
the problems which now confront us. 
Dr. Nahum Goldmann, surely the 
most amazing of Jewish leaders, con- 
ducts the proceedings like the maestro 
of an orchestra. Many of the dele- 
gates he calis by therr first names; 
others are colleagues of the World 
Jewish C ongress., Thos we find the 
amiable Dr. Schwartzbart. whom we 
last knew as a member of the Polish 
Parliament in war-scarred London.

Aid for Refugee Rabbis 
Dr. G. Josephthal is rapporteur for 


the lewist Avenc\ By March. 1955. 
we are told. Israel will have received 
almost $200.000,000. He gives more 
facts and figures. A ripple disturbs 
the peaceful atmosphere. By agree- 
ment between the Jewish Claims Con- 
ference and the State of Israel a smal! 
percentage of the income js to be 
devoted to the work of Jewish organi- 


sations tn Israel. A year ago the 
Conference decided that the Jewish 
Agency shall be judge and bene- 
ficiary.. and the crumbs which fall 
from the Agency table are meagre. 
Refugee rabbis in Israel. in direst 
need. are to be given 1£40.000. The 


yeshivot of the whole land, despite 
the repeated and urgent pleas of the 
Chief Rabbi, Dr. Herzog, are to 
receive only 1£200.000,. — The Alliance 
Israclite receives a grant, but not the 
Evelina de Rothschild School. The 
Ort and Ose are favoured, but not the 
Beth Jacob Teachers’ Seminary. 

Ihe charge is made that Dr. 
Josephthal. as Treasurer of the Jewish 
Agency, knowing that he will receive 
any unallocated funds, cannot be an 
objective arbiter. The moneys pour 
into the Agency coffers, despite a 
written agreement that they would be 
used also for other Jewish organisa- 
tions working in Israel. Mr. Rowland 
Landman (Anglo-Jewish Association)

And Dr. Goldniann passionate'y tnter- 
venes. Thousands of immigrants are 
still in the maabarot: how can we 
give money away Alas, a mere 24 
hours later, almost at the closing of 
the conference, Dr. Goldmann success- 
fully pleads for 1£200,000 for the Yad 
V’Shem Memorial. Who, in truth, 
can resist his persuasive eloquence ” 


A complete volume of applications 
is placed before us. The whole 
Jewish world seems to stand with out- 
stretched hands. The Jewish com 
munity of Copenhagen asks for a 
grant “to liquidate loans made in 
1943, under the Nazi occupation, for 
the emergency evacuation to Sweden 
of Danish Jewry.” Metz wishes to 
rebuild its synagogue, “which was 
completely: destroyed by the Nazis.” 
The Jews of Greece, reduced from 
75,000 in 1939 to a bare 7.000 souls 
today. ask for help “for widows and 
orphans and for 1,100 persons with- 
out shelter.” Luxembourg asks for 
a grant “for the heating of an old- 
age home.” Yugoslavia, reduced 
from 70.000 persons before the war 
to 6.700 today. asks for funds for a 
new synagogue. for an old-age home, 


and for the repair of cemeteries. 


Boliv ia and Indonesia 


In Cochabamba, Bolivia, there live 


800 Jews : they wish to ecrect-a home 
for the aged. The Jews of Indonesia, 
who number 1,200, ask for a grant 
to establish an emigration office 


“ The Nazi refugees living here con- 
sider their sojourn in this country as 
of temporary duration,” the 
solemniv asserts, The shadow of 
Hitler stains every page, for “the evil 
that men do lives after them.” 


Some of the requests are less reason- 


able. The request of the Council of 
Jews from Germany. in the United 
States for $3.117.800 seems a little 


optimistic in the light of the total of 
about $950,000.000 available’ for 
allocation. The Union of Orthodox 
Hebrew Congregations of London 
modestly asks for $20,000 for the 
relief of refugee rabbis. Perhaps the 
most poignant moment of this historic 
conference was when a delegation ol 
refugee rabbis asked be heard. 
Silence filled the room when their 
spokesman addressed the conference. 
“On our arms we bear the mark ol 
Auschwitz : we lost our dear ones and 
escaped finally to these  peacetul 
shores : do not forsake us in the even- 
tide of our lives.” I doubt whether 
there was a single delegate who 
remained unmoved: on the morrow 
a grant of $100,000 was made tro 
the funds for -this moving 
Cause,

Education and Culture 


Remarkable was the complete 
unanimity of Zionists and -Agudists, 
Bundists and Yiddishists, and those of 
no political nuance—the Alliance, the 
American Jewish Committee. and 
the Angio-Jewish Association—when 
educational and cultural matters were 
discussed, Hitler. we all felt. had 
destroved the Jewish body. Our task 
was to ensure that the Jewish spirit 
shall live on... A sum otf $475,000 was 
voted tor religious and - educational 
activities. A further $425,000 was 
reserved for cultural purposes, which 
include many worth-while religious 
and educational projects, research, 
publication. and salvage of the 
treusures of Jewish communal life 
which the Nazis had. ‘destroved. 
Specific allocations are to be made 
within 60 days, 


In the meantime, veshivot in 
Europe are to receive $50,000. while 
a further $100,000 sre reserved for 
veshivot outside Europe. Scholar- 
ships. aid to teachers. and a grant of 
$85,000 for elementary and secondar, 
education were also approved. A 
decision to make a grant of $15.000 
to the Jewish Secondary Schools 
Movement in London signified a 
tribute to the pioneer work which that 
institution has carried on in difficult 
years. Mr. Barnett Janner,  sup- 
ported by other British delegates, suc- 
cessfully pleaded the cause of 


war- 
scarred Britain. As the years pass by 

the work of the. conference is 
expected to last a decade—-it is hoped 
that the. relief programme will be 


reduced and the culture programme 
increased.

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JEWISH LIFE IN SOUTH AFRICA 


By the Hon. EDWIN SAMUEL, 


HAVE recently spent five weeks 

in South Africa on a lecture 

tour sponsored by the Jewish 
National Fund. There are some 
100.000 Jews in South = Africa, 
settled in 136 different cities, towns, 
and villages. The two biggest com- 
munities are Johannesburg, with 
$0,000 Jews, and Cape Town, with 
20,000. Cape Town is the older 
community; and there is great 
rivalry between the two. But even 
the first Cape Town congregation 
was officially founded only in 
1841 (the same year as [THe Jewisn 
CHRONICLE) ; and most of the Jews 
of South Africa today arrived there 
from Eastern Europe in the early 
part of this century, or are descen- 
dants of the early settlers. 


Reform Movement 


The orginal nursery of South 
African Jewry was Lithuania: the 
community today is still remarkably 
homogeneous. The vast majority are 

good Jews, members of a congre 
ration. Many of the older genera- 
tion studied yn the cheder in thei: 
youth some can speak Modern 
Hebrew. Aimost every Jewish child 
has a Barmitzvah (the girls have 
Batmitzvah), and if even members of 
the Orthodox congregation habitual!

No Complacency 


But all this pleasant life ts played 
out agarmnst a stark backwvround. of 
strife-——white versus black 
Africa vast if not<a 
country but a continent——trom 
lohannesburg to Cape Town js as 
far as from London to Rome. Iis 
problems are complex: this keeps the 
lewish community from betng too 
complacent. 

[hree-quarters of the total popula 
tion of 142.000.0000 are Negroes. 
Asiatics, or intermixed Europeans 
and non-Europeans, known as 
Coloureds. They receive very rudi 
mentary educational, health, and 
social services. Taxation is Jow, and 
black labour is cheap (and inefficient, 
as M is untrained). Profits are there- 
fore high and it is not surprising that 
the South African Jewish contribu- 
tion per head to Zionist causes is the 
highest in the world, after the tiny 
community in’ Finland. They also 
subseribe liberally to their own South 
African Jewish communal! institutions, 
which are very. good. 

There are thus several influences in 
South Africa that would make for a 
rapid Jewish assimilation as. in the 
United States: a high standard of 
living: full economic and political 
equality ; a largely formal adherence 
to the (Orthodox) synagogue. Yet, 
the community is, to a certain degree, 
segregated and is thereby retaining 
its identity more successfully. 

In the first place, South African 
culture is itself much shallower than 
that of Britain or even the United 
States. As late as 1800 the total 
European population of the Cape was 
only 25,000. Secondly, the 2.500.000 


Furopeans are divided between 
those of Dutch descent, whose mother 
ongue js Afrikaans, and those speak 
ing ihe former are now in 
ine marorit' ihe descendants of the 
Original English settlers as a whole 
Keep the Jewish community at a 
distance 

It is difficult for most Jews to get 
elected to well-established social 
clubs Ihe attitude of the Afrikaner 
IS ambivalent. On one side. the older. 
devouter generation regard the Jews 
as the People of the Book [he more 
extreme Afrikaner nationalists admire 
the fews in Israel for their succeessful 
Struggle against British imperialism” 
and their defence against the Arab 
“natives.

Religious Instruction 


Jewish education—the foundatior 
of ultimate Jewish survival in the 
Diaspora—is well established im 
South Africa.

ORIGINAL SIN AND FREE WILL

HEN one looks for a 
systematic doctrine of 
sin in the Old Testament 
it soon becomes apparent that no 
such doctrine is set forth. In the 
main, the Old Testament 1s con- 
cerned with setting forth the laws 


of life which are part of the 
covenant between God and His 
people. It is a practical and clear 


attitude which accepts every break- 
ing of a law of the Covenant as sin. 
Ihe Old Testanient approach, with 
the exception of the Psalms is to 
sins rather than to sin, and the 
problems arising out of sinning are 
of a practical rather than a specula- 
tive kind. There ts in the Bible no 
real clue to the origin of sin or a 
description of the moral state of 


man before Adam's sin: nor ts 
there: any indication of the eflect 
of man’s first sin his 
descendants. 


Ihe doctrine of original sin, which 
in varying torms finds expression in 
Christan and in rabbinic 
thought, derives from the very facts

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ZIONIST POLITICS 


THE Annual Conference of the Zionist 
Federation, which opens tomorrow evening, 
has been preceded, as will have been seen 
from our columns in the past few weeks, by 
some lively exchanges on the political orienta- 
tion of the Federation's work, and it appears 
from the unusual list of nominations that the 
Conference may be the scene of some equally 
lively contests for office. These signs of 
interest are encouraging, particularly in view 
of other signs that Diaspora Zionism has been 
drooping for want of new blood and new 
ideas. In the past the Zionist Federation has 
rendered important service to the movement, 
and the fact that it retains some of its old 
vitality is not without significance. As far 
as can be seen, the effect of the Conference 
on the course to be taken by British Zionism 
depends chiefly on the results of the elections. 
Apart trom this one, annual assembly, the 
atiairs of the Federation are conducted by 
the Executive Council in private session, and 
the ballot for the election of that body 1s the 


crucial event of the week-end. 


This annual meeting is the one rallying 
point of the dominant organisation in British 
Zionism » key workers in the Federation are 
spurred to tresh eflorts; and it ts the one 
occasion in the year in which an assembly 
possessing constitutional authority is able 
publicly to discuss and criticise the working 
of the Federation's affairs. Yet it-ts easy to 
see that the role of such a conference can be 
reduced simply to that of the annual “ 
ing olf of the safety valve. 


blow- 
lhe precious 
time of the Conterence is largely taken up 
with exhortation from the platform, and the 
agenda shows that the business of the Zionist 
Federation, including the discussion of the 
annual report and several resolutions sub- 
mitted by constituent societies, is confined to 
one aiternoon

parties as indefensible, or are they merely 
secaing to switch the Zionist Federation from 
One party ahgnment to another ? There has 
been singularly little clarity about the pur- 
Pores they seek to achieve, and the observer 
is let with the impression that the feeling 


which largely sustains their present activity ts 
frustration springing from the fact that the 
control of the Zionist machine continues to 
remain in the hands of a small, closed group. 
They will not be condemned for this view, but 
they wil] make little impression on the public 
unless they formulate their objectives ona 
more positive basis, 


So tar as the Zionist rank and file are con- 
cerned, it is probable that they have no wish 
tO perpetuate Zionist political parties in the 
Diaspora. For their part, the emphasis ts on 
support for Israel, through the J.P.A. and 
other appeals, without the trammels of party 
prefixes or suffixes. If existing parties cannot 
be eliminated immediately, at least they can 
be brought together, irrespective of any idea 
of Territorial Union. Doubtless with a view 
to ending an impasse the Manchester Zionist 
Central Council is asking tomorrows con- 
ference to instruct “the incoming Executive 
to call a meeting of. all Zionist parties to 
msider ways and means of achieving closer 
co-operation.” However the conference time- 
table goes, it should certainly allow scope tor 
this resolution to be seriously discussed. There 
can surely be no objection to a round-table 
meeting without commitments, as urged. 


“ISRAELI PROBLEM” 


THE people of Israel are facing a very 
severe test, and it is in moments such as 
these that they will want to be assured 
that they have the abiding sympathy of 
their brethren in the Diaspora. The 
massacre at Scorpion’s Pass has’ been 
followed by- the exercise by the Soviet 
Union of its veto in the Security Council 
in the debate on freedom for shipping in 
the. Suez Canal. In between these two mis- 
fortunes has come both Israel's precipitate 
withdrawal from the Mixed Armistice Com- 
mission and the Israeli assault against the 
Jordan village of Nahalin, the eflect of which 
upon the world at large can only be to cloud 
the sympathy which otherwise would have 
been Israel's in full measure. 


There can be practically nobody in 
the Western world today who fails to 
understand the immense provocation under 
which Israel lives, while the tremendous 
progress made by the country 1s. widely 
applauded. But the mark of strength lies 
in self-discipline, while a lack of restraint 
at a critical moment can do untold harm. 
The notion that the only way to deal with 
the Arabs 1s to hit them and hit them hard 
has always had its advocates among the 
Israels, but it is’ very doubtful whether the 
pursuit of this theory has ever brought long- 
term benefits What is certain is. that 
reprisals lead to reprisals, with a consequent 
weakening of the moral and physical] struc- 
ture of the community. It is a policy which 
is neither good politics nor good military 
tactics 


Nevertheless, Israel is not solely master 
of its fate, and we have to accept the 
position. that, unless the three Westerh 
Powers are prepared to take active steps to 
exercise the authority which they are capable 
of wielding, the situation along the 
frontiers 1s bound to continue to deteriorate 
The - latest developments in Security 
Council demonstrate once afain the danger 
of referring. these matters to the United 
Nations. H the Western Powers are given 
an excuse for shifting their responsibility on 
to the United: Nations they are bound to 
seize it. It would be in the interests of all 
if Britain, France, and the United States 


would collectively make up their minds to 


ensure a just solution of what is. fast 
becoming the “Israeli problem.” 


“THE BARON” 


One of the most moving features of the 
Exodus from. Egypt, which we shall shortly 
be commemorating, was the carrying with 
them by the Israelites. of the bones of 
JoserpH to a final resting-place in the 
Promised Land. This episode established an 
historic Jewish tradition that has survived 
from antiquity to the present day. Since the 
foundation of the State of Israel, the bodies 
of Herzi and of several other distinguished 
Jews who lay buried in different lands have 
been reinterred in Eretz Yisrael. And this 
week the bodies of Baron and Baroness 
EDMOND DE ROTHSCHILD have been exhumed 
in Paris and solemnly conveyed for reburial 
at Zikhron Ya'aqov. Never can this tribute 
to the honoured dead have been more 
appropriate than in the case of “ the Baron’ 
~——as he has always been affectionately 


known to Jews the world over—who died in 
Paris in his 90th year on November 2, 1934. 
As a grandson of the founder of the famous 
dynasty of bankers, he was a power in the 
world of finance and contributed greatly to 
the material advancement of his times. 
That he fully realised the responsibilities of 
wealth was shown by his lavish patronage 
of science and art and his immense philan- 
thropic benefactions. Innumerable were the 
charitable causes, both Jewish and non- 


Jewish, which-—-true to the ROTHSCHILD 
tradition—he supported with magnificent 
generosity. His distinctive place in Jewish 


history, however, is due to the personal and 
decisive contribution which he made to the 
rebuilding of Eretz Yisrael. In this regard 
he was a true pioneer even before the days 
of Herzt. He played an immortal role in 
the first colonising efforts of the Chovevi 
Zion and Biluim. As the modern Zionist 
Movement developed in more recent times, 
he became actively associated with its 
endeavours, and the new-born State of Israel 
owes an immeasurable debt of gratitude for 
the unique and invaluable services which he 
rendered during an epoch-making _half- 
century. In his life-time he was a real prince 
in Israel, and it is fitting that he should 
now be brought to his eternal resting-place 
in the ancestral homeland which he so loved.

THE annual dinner of the Federation of 
Jewish Relief Organisations on Sunday next 
calls attention to the work of a body which 
has rendered splendid service ever since its 
foundation in 1919. During the past year 
it has been particularly active in the cam- 
paign in this country for sending clothing 
and food to help the newcomers in the 
immigrant camps and ma’abarot in. Israel. 
In this sphere, the efforts of the Federation 
have been closely co-ordinated with those of 
the Federation of Women Zionists and the 
Mizrachi Women’s Organisation. The work 
has included the collection, sorting, and dis- 
patch of used clothing and footwear to 
Israel, France, North Africa, and. other 
places. Alongside this activity has been the 
collecting and purchase of essential food- 
stuffs to supplement the meagre rations in 
Israel, which are inadequate for the under- 
nourished new arrivals, especially women 
and children. Moreover, help. has. been 
given to encourage the development of con- 
structive employment schemes in the immi- 
grant camps, especially the traditional home 
industries of the Oriental Jews. The 
Ministry of the Interior and the Ministry 
of Welfare in Israel have expressed deep 
appreciation of the generous assistance that 
has been given at a time of great economic 
difficulty. This philanthropic work will, we 
are convinced, continue to receive the utmost 
support from the community. 


FOR TRAVELLERS 


AT this season, both the English and the 
Jewish calendars proclaim the arrival of 
spring. Yesterday was the beginning of 
April, the very name of which indicates the 
month when the earth opens in the sun- 
shine and brings forth its produce. And 
tomorrow evening marks the commence- 
ment of the month of Nisan. In preparation 
for Rosh Chodesh Nisan, tomorrow is 
designated as Shabbat Ha-Chodesh, when 
an additional passage from the Torah is 
read proclaiming its importance. The original 
name of Nisan was Abib, the month of 
“the green ears of grain,’ marking nature’s 
release from the thraldom of winter. — Its 
priority in the Jewish calendar is associated 
with the redemption of the Israelites from 
Egyptian servitude, which will be celebrated 
soon by the Festival of Passover. This is the 
season, too, when travellers and _ holiday- 
makers everywhere begin to make hopeful 
plans. A_ particular timeliness, therefore, 
attaches to the appearance of * The Jewish 
Chronicle Travel Guide for 1954” (Jewish 
Chronicle Publications; Is.

ARON EDMOND DI 
ROTHSCHILD'S place in 
Jewish history is plainly 

marked on the map of Israel. The 
country s frontiers in the north and 
east are based on the girdle of 
more than forty settlements which 
he established or consolidated and 
which, now grown for the most part 
into flourishing towns. and villages, 
help to protect the populous centre 
of the Jewish State [here was 
profound foresight as well as tire- 
less munificence in Edmond de 
Rothschild’s contribution to the 
resurrection of Israel 

As a nineteenth-century Rothschild 
a member of one of .the then 
wealthiest and most powerful dynas- 
ties in the world, Baron Edmond 


Baron Edmond de Rothschild 


could scarcely help being a philan- 
thropist. He gave more freely, how- 
ever, than others. But above all, 
he was a visionary of genius. His life's 
work testifies to the breadth and depth 
of his vision. 

He was born at Boulogne-sur 
Seine, near Paris, on August 19, 1845, 
and grew up in a brilliant. profusion 
of spiritual as well as material riches 
Heine, Balzac, Chopin, Rossini, and 
Liszt were among the habitués of the 
French house of Rothschild, which 
had been founded by Edmonds 
father.

“A DANGER TO MANKIND” 
Manchester Protest Against German Rearmament 


From our Correspondent 


MANCHESTER 

A resolution protesting against the 
rearmament of Germany. which was 
passed unanimously at the monthly 
meeting of the Council of Manchester 
and Salford Jews on Sunday. urged 
the Government to reconsier its 
policy in relation to the matter. 

“ The rearmament of Germany pro- 
ceeding apace with the continued 
growth of aggressive militarism spells 
danger to the whole world in general, 
but constitutes a particular danger to 
the Jewish people.” said the resolu- 
tion. “The recent manifestations of 
antisemitism eccurring simultaneously 
with the growth of neo-Nazi move- 
ments have led to the latest decision 
to give an “honourable burial’ to 
those war criminals who were con- 
victed of the most foul crimes agasnst 
humanity. Ihe resolution concludes 
‘For the sake’ of humanity, peace, 
and civilisation, we urge Her Majesty s 
(;,overnment to desist [rom a Ppo.icy 
wrought with such infinite danger to 
mankind, 

A reference back. proposed by Mr. 
H Nathan and seconded by 
Mr S. Needofl, was defcatcd, Mr. 
Nathan Stated that he quite agreed with 
the import of the resolution but dis- 
igrecd with its timing and the purpose

Children Under Local Authorities 


An investigation had been made bg 
Mr. Samuel Davies, J.P., into . the 
position of Jewish children in the area 
under the care of non-Jewish authorities, 
and a report was presented by Mr. 
Weinberg, who said that many alarming 
rumours had been circulated, which had, 
perhaps, tended to cxaggerate the actual 
posilron. 

In Manchester there were four bovs 
and five girls under the care of th 
suihorities. One. boy and two girls had 
heen placed tn the Jewish Orphanag 
West Norwéod: two boys and one girl 
at Dunwood House: one girl at Stvya!l 
Cottage Homes: and one boy and one 
girl were boarded out in foster honw 

In Salford 13 children had been deait 
with. Two girls, whose ages were cigh 
and ten and whose mother was not con- 
sidered nt to care Io! them; were 
the Southwood Home. Unsuccessful 
attempts had been made by the Jewish 
Board of Guardians to get them into 
Norwood or Dunwood House. A girl 
of five had been at the authority's recep- 
tion centre since December, when her 
mother went into Prestwich Hospi al 
Ihe remaining ten children, from four 
families. were all short-term cases and 
thev had heen admitted to the Sarah 
Laski Children’s Home. Three children 
attended the Jewish school for backward 
children. Another case had been referred 
to the Care and Guidance Committee 

Mr. Weinberg: stated that a number 
of the children were of mixed marriages 

In Prestwich an advertisement had 
heen inserted in the local paper regard- 
ing two boys in the care of the Lanca 
smre County Council's Children’s Depart- 
ment. A foster home with a Jewish famill 
had been found for them.

Combined Action Urged 


To the Editor of THe Jewisn CHRONICLE

I do not refer to his lack of 
knowledge as to the qualifications which 
entitle organisations to have consultative 
status with the U.N That is not an 
important issue, but what is vital 
spirit in which it. is written, for he 
starts off with the statement that it. has 
always been. difficult for Orthodox 
Deputies to sit together with the repre- 
sentatives of ‘Liberal and Retorm 
synagogues. There are many members 
of the Board who are Orthodox and |! 
am sure have found no cifhiculty eithe: 
spiritually or physically in sitting together 
on committees or on bodies, not con- 
nected with religious problems, with 
members of Liberal and Reform 
congregations. 

| have yet to learn that the Adolph 
Tuck Hall is a synagogue or that the 
meetings of the Board can be defined as 
devotional proceedings.+ And how a Jew 
who claims to be Orthodox can refuse to 
join with his fellow-Jews in helping to 
solve the secular problems of Jewry 
seems to make no sense. It displays a 
narrowness of vision and an intolerance 
which 


of spirit can only rejoicé our 
enemies, and not only the enemies of 
Orthodoxy within the community. but 


our enemies without. 

Mr. Strauss’s letter must shock .that 
majority of British Jewry. and particu- 
larly those communal workers who put 
the general interests of their coreligionists.

and expressed by Mr. Strauss, not. in 
relation to communal problems, but in 
relation to his fellow-Jews who do not 
absolutely conform to his reading of the 
Jewish religion. 

Mr. Livingstone, whose own admirable 


. work as Chairman of the Centra! Lecture

Committee has done so much to improve 
relations between the Jewish community 
and other creeds, gave striking examples 
of what had happened in the past, when 
he reminded his audience how Morris 
Joseph and Israe] Abrahams taught side 
by side at Jews’ College, and how even 
(Claude Montefiore was a member of the 
Council and had presided at a speech 
ay 

if Mr. Strauss suggests that even to 
rub shoulders with Deputies who are 
not of his own school of thought is 
tantamount to heresy. there seems little 
doubt that such an attitude is accountable 
for the merease in the adherents to what 
is known as Progressive Judaism, and 
which was shown at the laying of the 
foundation-stone of the Wembley Pro- 
gressive Congregation, when it was 
announced that iis present membership 
already amounted to 200. 

Ihe situation in Jewry is not one which 
can be viewed with complacency and 
satisfaction, It is surely for Jewry to 
close its ranks and to show a united front 
to its enemies. This is not helped by a 
spirit which claims to be Orthodox but 
which is in fact reactionary and can 
only be regarded with the ereatest dis- 
quict by the many who wish to safeguard 
those noble aspecis of the Jewish faith 
which can be called the fortress and not 
the ghetto of Orthodoxy.

Very Famous Jew Wedding 


By A. N. 
H- London Jewish com- 
munity was not large in 


1720, although it did have 
three synagogues. The distinction 
between Seftardi and Ashkenazi was 
clear enough to be recognisable by 
non-Jews However, both com- 
munities maintained their Continen- 
tal connections and customs, con- 
tinuing the traditional days of feast- 
ing and enjoyment that had marked 
celebrations and simchot abroad. 


Not the least splendid of these cele- 
brations is commemorated in the 
Werkty Journat for August 27, 1720. 
“Last Wednesday, M. Corneille, a 
rich Jew. said to be worth £200,000. 
was marricd to a Jew gentlewoman 
of his own name, his first cousin, 
lately arrived trom Holland The 
marriage {cast was kept at Leather- 
sclicrs Hall in Bishopsgate Street. 
where was found a great number of 
gentry, and im the evening there was 
a fine ball. ‘Tis said that they will 
keep open house for the entertainment 
ot thew tnends for six days 
altogether.” This wedding is reported 
at great length: mdeed, it eclipses a 
wedding reported the following weck, 
that of the two Da Costa daughters. 
one of whom was marricd to Baron 
Suarez, “supposedly the richest Jew 
in Europe.” 


Premarital Jollifications 

From the pewspaper accounts we 
can picture the whole of the proceed- 
ings. “The. morning before the 
marriage Was spent dancing. The 
next morning the Bride was presented 
to the Bridegroom, being first led three 
times round him. which done the\ 
drandk several times, and at length 
dropt their glasses on the ground. 
When immediately the Bride and 
those who were her appointed 
attendants for the ceremony. seemed 
to. be all in tears.” The ceremony, 


seems to have been on hnes fannhar 
101 Ihe High Priest another 
paper termed. correctly enough, the 
Chaham heu ready to periorm 
his office. the Br de being veiled with 
the Bridegroom entered under the 
Canop' which being done the High 
id took the wedding ring, being ol 
‘old. from the Bridegroom, asking 
some Jew present whether. that ring

was worth a farthing, which being 
affirmed the High Priest returned it 
to the Bridegroom to put it on the 
Bride's finger and repeat after him 
‘ Thou art bound to me with this ring 
according to the Law of Moses and 
Israel. After the marriage moncy 
was offered to the Synagogue by the 
Bridegroom and the relations on both 
sides. Before the marriage was cele- 
braied a small disturbance happened 
by some young spectator, at which 
the High Priest showing some tokens 
of displeasure, all was quiet.” 


“Splendid Entertainment’ 


The entertainment was sumptuous. 
“They adjourned to the Leather- 
sellers Hall attended by a great con- 
course of Jews as well as of Christians 
of both sexes, and of the best fashion, 
where there was a very splendid enter- 
tainment with plenty of the richest 
wines, choicest fruits, etc. The Hal! 
is hired for six days to receive visits, 
and ‘tis said not only their Highnesses 
the Young Princes wil] be present next 
Monday at the Ball but that Their 
Royal Highnesses [i.c.. the Prince and 
Princess of Wales} will have the 
curiosity to see some of this for 
mality.” The Prince of Wales did 
come to compliment the bride and 
‘groom, but the Princess did not. She 
excused herself, “ not daring to ven- 
ture in a crowd, she being with child.” 
She hoped, however, that the bride 
“would be soon in the same condi- 
tion.” 

Another newspaper relates that “ a! 
the hall the happy pair were seatcd 
under a canopy for the purpose of 
receiving the congratulations of their 
visitors + these they returned by enter- 
tainments of music, d mMncineg, and ever) 
description of rich, viands, presenting 
them besides with § silver favours 
clegantly ornamented. with the motto 
‘This is God's command’. inscribed 
above their effigies joining hands 
[hey went in procession on the 
Sabbath of their marriage to the syna- 
gogue preceded by two men strewing 
flowers and herbs, and followed by a 
great nobility and their friends on 
foot, as the Law of Moses forbids the 
use of carriages and horses on that 
holyday.

Matzo Pudding 


Soak 3 maizot in cold water till soft, 
then drain thoroughly and beat up with a 
fork. Add 6 oz. of dried fruit, 2 oz. of 
sugar, 2-3 oz. of shredded suet (or melted 
cooking fat), 2 beaten eggs, and mixed 
spice and cinnamon to taste. Mix thor- 
oughly. turn into a greased basin, cover, 
and steam for 2-24 hours; or turn into 
a greased baking dish, sprinkle with brown 
sugar, and bake in a moderate oven about 
1} hours, 


Beolas (Matzo Fritters) 


Fine meal, 3 tablespoonfuls; 3 eggs; 
cimmamon; clarified sugar: oil for 
frying. 

Beat eggs lightly, add the meal, and 
beat for another 2 or 3 minutes. Drop 
tablespoonfuls into hot oil] (or fat); when 
puffed up and brown on one side, turn 
and brown the other. Drain, pui into a 
serving dish, sprinkle with cinnamon, and 
pour over clarified sugar, Serve cold 

Clarified Sugar. Boil 4 tablespoonfuls 
of sugar wah 4 pint of water till thick 
and syrupy.

Two lemons; sugar, 2 oz.: water, 
] Bt. potato flour, | oz.; 2 eggs.

imo a bowl Pour over | pt. of boiling 
water, cover and keave till cold. Beat up 
the eggs with the sugar, and add the 
Strained watcr from the peel. Mix the 
potato flour with the strained lemon juice. 
add to the other imegredients, and beat 
lightly. Stand the basin in a saucepan of 
boiling water and stir over a gentle heal 
ull it thickens.

SMOKED 


From River to Table 
ina Week 
By “ BOUTIQUE” 


On Monday a salmon is caught 
in a northern Scottish river : on Friday 
it is on our tables transmuted into 
smoked salmon. That is how long it 
takes the fishermen and the factory 
workers in London to catch, cure, 
and prepare one of the delicacies that 
will decorate many Passover tables 
this year. 

1 went to visit the Wonderfood 
factory jin Chalk Farm this week, and, 
in spite of the very strong smell, was 
quite fascinated by a process which, 
without any cooking at all, changes a 
huge fish into an eatable morsel. Mr. 
White, manager of the firm, explained 
to me the various stages through which 
the fish goes, and said that no salmon 
under 20 Ib. in weight was handled, 
due to unavoidable wastage in prepara- 
ton. 

The salmon are delivered to the factory 
in large crates, and the first stage 1s to 
skin and clean them. Then they are cut 
into halves, or, more properly, “ sides.” 
Here a great deal of care must be used, 
since each fish is worth about £10, and 
a cut a few inches out can mean a loss 
of about -ten shillings. 

The salmon are then put in salt on 
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long shelves for about twelve hours 4 
y 
which time they are ready to he hyn, 
in a large cupboard-like oven, which 
lined with tar and sawdust io give ihe 
fish the flavour which is | 
peculiarity. Air and smoke | 
intor the backs of these ovens by , iTpe 
turbine. The full process ish hree 
days in the spring and sume the 
fishing season ends in August, so large 
percentage of the caich is put away ip 
cold storage until the winte: 
[ am told that wholesale firms keep 
their prices the same throughout the 
year; so if you find jhat the price of 
smoked salmon goes up during the winter 
months you must ask the retailers for 
an explanation. 

Wonderfood have perfected an 
American idea—preserving in bottles 
instead of tins. This they use for large 
varicty of delicatessen foods pickled 
cucumber, pickled herring: olives 
gherkins, and gefiilite fish. The people 
working there seem to have hecome 
immune to smell, for the odour of fig 
is quite indescribable—and no one even 
notices it. 

The factory is specially busy jwst now 
because of t imminence of Passover: 
and on my way back from the factory 
I passed a large pile of boxes filled wih 
Wonderfood products. They were ready 
to be sent to all parts of the British 
Isles; there were labels addressed to 
Birmingham, Manchester, Liverpool.

Dr. Mallon. who is aged 79. first came 


to East London before the First Werld 
War im connection with his work fo: 
the formation of Trade Boards. which 


were set up to deal with sweated labou: 
in the tailoring sndustry in the East End 
His colleagues at Toynbee Hall. at the 
time were Lord Beveridge and M: 
Clement Attlee. 

He was also connected with the 
sweating League the 
for. amelhorating the lot of the 
workers. mainiv. women. who 
long hours for a mere pittance. 

As Warden, Dr. Mallon followed the 
tradition of Canon Barnett and took a 
broad view of the contribution which 
Toynbee Hall could make to the national 
hfe. It has been a centre of social 
experiment and a meeting place for 
people interested in social questions from 
all over the world as well as an educa- 
tional institution and a centre of local 
community life. Toynbee Hall, which 
has been widely used by the Jewish 
community. has also played a prominent 
part an che fight against racial and religious 
prejudice. 

The new Warden will be Dr. A. E.

Motoring Notes 
THE AUSTIN A30 


By our Special Correspondent 


For the past month I have been 
using one of the latest 2-<door Austin 
A30 saloons. I prefer the 2-door 
out for very small cars as it ts 
stronger, lighter, cheaper, and aliows 
better supervision of children in the 
back seats. The Volkswagen and the 
Opel Olympia, which are giving our 
cars such tough competition in export 
markets, are both 2-<door models. 

The Austin gives a comfortable ride 
over all types of surface here and on 
the Continent and has unexpeciedly good 
cornering and road-holding capabilitics. 
lop-gear flexibility is extraordinary, and 
I found myself climbing mountain passes 
in top, with a full load, but this has 
to be paid for by rather high cnginc 
revolutions when cruising on level main 
roads. 

Fucl consumption has averaged exacily 
38.3 m.p.g. over 2,800 miles, most of 
them driven as fast as the car would go. 
maximum speed over several timed runs 
being 64.2 m.p.h 

External appearance 1s not to my laste. 
but the micrior finish is much improved 
this year with proper trim on the doors 
more comfortable seats, and a redesigned 
facia with a useful parcel .shelf. The 
engine is quict, and road noise in ihe 
body iS not ecxcessive. 

One excellent feature, which mecis a 
complaint I made some time ago, is the 
finger-tip light switch, which allows one 
to flash a warning at night without taking 
the hand off the wheel. As I have so 
far experimented with six of these cars 
and found the luggage boots could all bx 
wrked open, it looks like a design fault 
which needs aticntion. 

The Cheltenham Club's Fuel Econom) 
Championship, which ts to be held in 
June. has been elevated fo international!
